On Saturday, June 10th at 10:30 A.M., Special Surgery was bombarded with over 50 casualties. Cases involving se- 
vere burns, shock, poison and contamination cases, plus patients requiring immediate surgery and having severe frac- 
tures were all presented at the Hospital within a one hour period. 


Fortunately, the Hospital was able to muster as many as 100 employees, 15 physicians and 15 practical nursing stu- 


dents to meet this crisis. 


Emergency facilities were set up and a public information center, personnel pool and triage area were established 


within minutes. 


Luckily, this was only a “mock disaster”, but had it been the real thing, we are glad to say we would have come 
through with flying colors.
